FATHER GIVES 
SKIN FOR SON 


A half dozen important changes in 
the State Fish Cod** passed at the 
last session of the Legislature became 
effective Friday. 
The outstanding changes have been 
listed by’ the State Fish Commission 
as follows: 
Reduction in the age limit under 
the resident fishermen’s license from 
18 years to 16 years. 
The non-resident fisherman’s license 
law is made reciprocal but in no in­ 
stance is the license fee less than 
$2.50. 
Fishing devices are restricted to 
two rods, two lines and one hand line. 
Special devices for which permits 
were issued have been 
done away 
with entirely. 
Tile season on 
bass, 
pike-perch, 
pickerel, muscallonge, etc., will close 
on the first day of December instead 
of the last. 
The cree! limits have been changed 


j w ith the exception of those on trout. 
Probably the most important change 
is that which prohibits the use of 
all kinds of special devices. 
Hereto­ 
fore. the number of yearly permits 


I for use of special devices aggregated 
50,000. 
Under the new code, fisher­ 
man may use only two rods, with two 
dines, and one hand line at one time, 
|for catching game fish, and the lines 
must be tinder the immediate control 
(of the fisherman. 
This will do away 
with traps and fish walls and numer­ 
ous other devices placed in streams. 
Dip nets and 
minnow traps are 
legal for the catching of bait-fish. 
( reel Limits ( hanged 
The creel limit on trout remains at 
twenty-five under the new’ code, but 
all other limits on game fish are 
(changed, 
ranging 
from 
three 
to 
i twenty-five. 
The change in the code giving li­ 
censes to persons 16 years of age and 
over is expected to increase the num­ 
ber of licenses in the state by 50,000, 
it is indicated by the Fish Commis­ 
sion. 
At the same time the non-resident 
fisherman’s law is made reciprocal. 
Under that provision, an angler liv­ 
ing in New York may take out a 
license to fish in Pennsylvania at the 
same cost as a license in New York 
State, provided the New York license*: 
does not cost less than $2.50. 
Another important change is that , 
J w hich brings the season for game- 
(fish to a close on December instead 
of the last day of the year. 
The new code has been printed in 
pamphlet form by the Fish Commis- • 
jsion and will be given free to fisher­ 
men upon application. 
While the six 
changes given here are the most im­ 
portant of the new code, there are 
numerous others that I oth lake and 
stream 
fishermen 
must 
observe. | 
Further information on the code is j 
likely to be issued later in the year.

| plosions, has made rapid progress in 
the industry throughout the United 
States, a survey made by Professor 
Edward Steidle, supervisor of the Co­ 
operative Coal Mining 
Course 
at 
Carnegie Institute of Technology and 
the United States Bureau of Mines, 
shows. 
Before 1924, the professor reported, 
. only one company used rock dusting 
I on a large scale. 
At the present 
i time, he adds, there are 210 mines 
rock-dustcc^, or four per cent of the 
bituminous mines of the United States. 
Of the total, 63 are in Pennsylvania, 
I 20 in West Virginia, eight in Ala­ 
bama, three in Colorado, 21 in Illinois, 
five in Indiana, two in Kentucky, 13 
in New Mexico, three in Ohio, two in
